Using dimensions supplied by the Discov- 
ery Channel, which sponsored Wallenda’s 
walk, the students pulled out their protrac- 
tors, compasses and rulers and got to work 
on the trigonometry 

If Discovery’s height of Marina City is 
588 feet, and its height of the Leo Burnett 
Building is 671 feet, and Wallenda walked a 
total of 454 feet, what was the incline? 

Instead of 19 degrees, they came up with 
10.5 degrees. And they were correct. 

“I was expecting the grand reveal of 
19 degrees, since professional engineers had 
worked on this. When it came out lower, I 
couldn’t believe it,” said Korbus, who imme- 
diately pulled out her own pencil to do the 
math. “Using the numbers they gave us, it 
just couldn’t be true.”

The students and the teacher were pu 25 t!ed. 
Perhaps Wallenda had landed on an elevated 
platform on top of the roof, the students sur- 
mised. Or maybe the building dimensions or 
the length of the walk were wrong. 

As it turned out, no one was wrong. There 
was one crucial fact that Korbus’ math class 
didn’t factor in: Tightropes aren’t straight. 
Thanks to gravity, they dip in the middle, 
like a chain attached to two posts. So instead 
of measuring it as a right triangle, Wallenda’s 
engineers measured it as a parabola. 

Another factor the students didn’t consid- 
er is that stabilizer wires are attached to the 
wire to hold it in place. On Wallenda’s tight- 
rope, there were 18 pairs of smaller guy wires 
running from the tightrope to concrete bar- 
riers stationed on the ground. The guy wires 
kept the high wire from swinging wildly as

Wallenda made his trek across, and they also 
pulled the wire down. 

According to Mike Troffer, Wallenda’s 
uncle and chief engineer, the tightrope starts 
out in a catenary curve but as tension is add- 
ed to the guy wires, the tightrope slopes into 
more of a parabolic arc. 

“We don’t have it simply suspended be- 
tween two points, we have stabilizers that 
cause the radius of the curve. The stabiliz- 
ers pull down on the rope, and the bend be- 
comes steeper,” Troffer said. 

While the city of Chicago gave the Wal- 
lendas the freedom to rig the wire as they saw 
fit, there were load restrictions put in place 
by the owners of Marina City and the Leo 
Burnett Building. 

On Marina City, the wire was tied to exist- 
ing steel bolts that formerly anchored televi-

Records was on the roof as Wallenda took 
the walk, but no one from the record-keep- 
ing group could be reached for comment on 
the incline. In addition to setting a world re- 
cord for the highest incline tightrope walk, 
Wallenda also set a world record for the high- 
est blindfolded tightrope walk. 

Still, Korbus and her students plan to go 
back to the drawing board to delve further 
into the math. 

“The trouble with giving a group of math 
teachers a problem is that they grab onto it 
like a dog to a bone,” said Korbus, who has 
been teaching math for 30 years. “If you 
model it as a parabola, then there was a mo- 
ment of time where the incline was 19 de- 
grees, but no way could the average degree 
incline have been 19 degrees. It would have 
been much lower.”

Divvy workers move 
to join nationai union

In the wake of a labor ruling that will allow 
New York Cit/s bike-share workers to union- 
ize, a group of workers for Chicago’s Divvy 
bike-share program have filed union cards to 
join a national transportation workers union. 

The group of 43 Divvy employees signed 
union cards that were filed with the Nation- 
al Labor Relations Board last week, and the 
board is slated to hold a hearing Monday to 
determine who will be able to join the union, 
according to Nick Bedell, an organizer with 
the Transportation Workers Union Local 100. 

Bedell is spearheading the effort to unionize 
bike-share employees in Boston and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and he said a national bike- 
share employee union is also in the works. 

“A union gives you a collective rather than 
individual voice to address issues on the job,” 
he said. “For bike-share people, a lot of that is 
operational issues. There are problems in the 
way the systems are run, and the workers feel 
like they need to be partnered with manage- 
ment to develop how the work is done.” 

Alta Bicycle Share, the company that oper- 
ates Divvy and bike-share programs in several 
other cities, employs full-time and seasonal 
workers who repair bikes, make sure there’s 
a balance of bikes and empty parking slots 
among stations around the city and maintain 
the stations, among other jobs, according to 
Nicole Cipri, a Divvy bike mechanic who is 
organizing the unionization effort. 

By joining the union, Cipri, 29, of Pilsen, 
said Divvy employees would be able to use 
collective bargaining to standardize how 
their wages are set, how their schedules are 
set, how to earn promotions and how to dis- 


cipline employees who, for example, show up 
late for work. She also noted that seasonal 
workers who work outside during the city’s 
coldest months are not aU equipped with the 
right jackets, boots and other gear. 

Managers from Divvy and Alta Bicycle 
Share declined to comment Wednesday 

“It is a complicated and big operation that 
they’re running,” Cipri said. “The majority of 
workers at Divvy are part time or seasonal, 
with no benefits at all, and for a lot of us our 
wages are kind of stagnant.” 

Cipri, who said she makes just over $12 an 
hour, said managers told her she would get a 
dollar raise this year, but instead gave her a 
raise of about 34 cents. Cipri said she would 
like to see the union tackle employee wages af- 
ter it elects its leadership and begins collective 
bargaining with Alta managers. She thinks the 
unionization could benefit Alta, too. 

“Most of us know the system better than 
management,” she said. “We want to be able 
to do our jobs better and make the system 
more efficient in a lot of ways.” 

Companies typically frown on employee 
efforts to unionize because it is usually easier 
to make business decisions without an em- 
ployee contract that requires union input, 
according to Michael LeRoy a labor profes- 
sor at the University of Illinois. He said that 
a national bike share union likely would make 
the process of expanding bike share in current 
cities and to new cities more complicated. 

“Flexibility is key the ability to unilaterally 
adapt, especially for a start-up where there’s 
a lot of risk,” he said. “It is, in any event, an 
impedance in the business plan.”

Court upholds gay marriage bans

A federal appeals court Thursday upheld gay 
marriage bans in Kentucky Michigan, Ohio 
and Tennessee, reversing the trend in feder- 
al courts to strike down such bans and piling 
pressure on the Supreme Court to take up 
the matter. 

The ruling by the 6th Circuit U.S. Court of 
Appeals is the first ruling by a federal appeals 
court upholding bans on same-sex marriage. 

When the Supreme Court in October re- 
fused to intervene in the issue, all other ap- 
pellate courts that had weighed in had struck 
down state bans on gay marriage. This new 
decision could force a showdown at the Su- 
preme Court and lead to a nationwide ruling 
on the constitutionality of such bans. 

Advocates on both sides of the issue im- 
mediately called for the Supreme Court to 
take up gay marriage and make a definitive 
decision for the entire country 

“We will be filing for Supreme Court re- 
view right away and hope that through this 
deeply disappointing ruling, we will be able 
to bring a uniform rule of equality to the en- 
tire country” the American Civil Liberties 


Union said in a statement. 

Michigan Attorney General Bill Schuette 
applauded the ruling from the 6th Circuit 
court as a victory for Michigan’s constitution. 

“The U.S. Supreme Court will have the fi- 
nal word on this issue. The sooner they rule, 
the better, for Michigan and the country,” 


Schuette said in a statement. 

A string of rulings around the U.S. this 
year has expanded gay marriage to a total of 
more than 30 states, and same-sex couples 
have been getting marriage permits in a 
number of states where they had long been 
denied the right.

FALL’S FINEST COCKTAILS ARE ALL ABOUT THE SURPRISES, FROM MARSHMALLOWS TO M ALORT

There are a few reliable ingredients we expect to see on cocktail menus each fall: a 
preponderance of darker spirits like bourbon and cognac, plus baking spices such 
as cinnamon and nutmeg. This season, though, Chicago bartenders upped the 
ante on their new menus and reached for ingredients from the kitchen, including 
popcorn, marshmallows and pumpkin seeds. Whether sweet or savory, classic riffs 
or totally original creations, these drinks are the alcoholic equivalent of kicking a

DA CHICAGO ($13) AT MOTT ST. 

1401 N. Ashland Ave. 773-687-9977 
One of bartender Davis Cox’s favorite cocktails, 
a classic New Orleans drink called the De La 
Louisiane, sold so well at Mott St. that Cox 
wanted to create a fall cocktail that mirrored 
its herbaceous, slightly sweet flavors. And 
he wanted it to feel Chicago-centric. So Cox 
swapped the De La Louisiana’s rye base for 
cognac, to which he adds suze and made- 


in-Chicago Letherbee besk, both bitter 
liqueurs that mimic absinthe’s role in the De 
La Louisiane cocktail. A bit of China China-a 
liqueur made from orange peels-adds brown 
sugar and orange flavors before the drink 
is finished with Peychaud’s bitters. But the 
cocktail needed one last bit of Chicago cred if 
it was going to live up to its name. “One of our 
bartenders, Mike, said, ‘Wouldn’t it be funny 
to do a Garrett’s popcorn garnish?’ It sounded 


a little weird at first, but it happens to work 
incredibly well with the cocktail. It’s still fun 
and serves a purpose.” 

DEHUM ANIZER ($10) 

AT CHARLATAN 

1329 W. Chicago Ave. 312-818-2073 
Head bartender Alex Gara’s cocktails at this 
weeks-old West Town spot mirror chef Matt 
Troost’s Italian dishes: approachable, but 
with thoughtful ingredients. Gara said he’s 
been most surprised by the success of the 
Dehumanizer, a spirits-forward (quite liter- 
ally, since there are no juices or mixers in the 
glass) combination of rye, dark rum, amaro 
Montenegro, Angostura bitters, grapefruit bit- 
ters and grapefruit oil. “It’s not going for any- 
thing aesthetic. There’s no garnish,” Gara said. 
“It’s got that rock ’n’ roll in there, though. And 
we’re selling hundreds of them a week.” It’s a 
fittingly no-nonsense, serious fall sipper with a 
bit of an Italian flair from the amaro, and Gara 
promised that while other cocktails might ro- 
tate off the menu, this one’s here to stay. 

LIL PUMPKIN ($9) AT TWO 

1132 W. Grand Ave. 312-624-8363 
Head bartender Graham Crowe worked 
closely with the restaurant’s kitchen to create 
this frothy, spiced pumpkin cocktail. He heats 
pumpkin puree with cloves, maple syrup, an- 
ise and allspice-imagine how delicious that 
smells-and strains it to create a syrup, then 
shakes it with 8-year-aged Colombian rum, 
sweet vermouth and an egg white to create a 
fluffy, almost whipped texture. He garnishes 
it with cranberry bitters and a few small can- 
died pumpkin seeds. The overall flavor? “Like 
pumpkin pie in a glass,” Crowe said. 

LOGAN SQUARE IS EVERYWHERE 
($10) AT MARIA’S PACKAGED 
GOODS & COMMUNITY BAR 

960 W. 31st St 773-890-0588 

While Jeppson’s malort might be a familiar 
sight behind the bars in Logan Square, head 
bartender Ken Zawacki said, it’s still an ac- 
quired taste for most. Using malort in place of 
Campari in this on-draft negroni riff, Zawacki 
is able to introduce drinkers to the bitter spirit 
in a palatable way. Simply put, “We’re trying to 
serve malort in a tasty way,” he said. 

CORNBRE AD MOON ($10) 

AT HENRY’S SWING CLUB 

18 W. Hubbard St 312-955-8018 
Taking its name from the title of a Joe Ely song 
about fall’s arrival, this carbonated, autumnal 
draft cocktail begins with a bourbon base to 
which beverage director Michael Rubel adds 
bourbon barrel-aged maple syrup, lemon and 
allspice dram. The most expensive ingredient 
in the cocktail actually is the maple syrup, but 
Rubel said there’s no substitution for it. “It has 
tremendous resonance and depth to it,” Rubel 
said. “It’s been my go-to for years.” Sip this one 
slowly and notice how the allspice dram draws 
out latent spice in the bourbon. 

AM AIZE ($13) AT ACADIA 

1639 S Wabash Ave. 312-360-9500 
The list of ingredients in the South Loop res- 
taurant’s cocktail is a bit of head-scratchen 


smoked corn- and achiote-infused tequila, 
champagne vinegar, cilantro, popcorn syrup, 
lime juice and Kix cereal-coconut milk foam. 
But bartender Arunas Bruzas has no trouble 
reassuring skeptics: “It’s interesting how the 
lines are blurring between food and drinks. 
This drink is a good balance between savory, 
sweetness, acidity. All those bases are pretty 
much covered,” he said. “There is even that 
umami sensation, which gets me really excited 
about the cocktail.” The corn-and-tequila com- 
bination is inspired by the region of southwest 
Mexico where maize or corn was originally do- 
mesticated; that area is just a short trip from 
Jalisco, where most tequila is produced. “It’s 
like that saying, ‘If it grows together, it goes to- 
gether,’ ” Bruzas said. 

PUMPKIN-HEAD ($10) 

AT CHOP SHOP 

2033 W. North Ave. 773-537-4440 
Most of the components of this marshmal- 
low-garnished pumpkin cocktail are made 
in-house, from the vanilla-, nutmeg-, corian- 
der-, ginger-spiced autumn syrup to the vodka 
infused with Madagascar vanilla beans. This 
moderately sweet cocktail already is a popular 
after-dinner sipper, picking up fall flavors from 
pumpkin puree, hazelnut liqueur, pumpkin 
liqueur and half and half. A smoking, still-warm 
marshmallow completes the drink ... though 
beverage director Dan De Los Monteros said 
he can leave off this gooey garnish upon re- 
quest. “It’s more popular with the females, but 
I see guys taking sips of their dates’ drinks and 
then they’re like, ‘Hey, can I get one of those in 
a rocks glass, but hold the marshmallow.’ ” 

ICHABOD CRANIUM ($100) 

AT BILLY SUNDAY 

3143 W. Logan Blvd. 773-661-2485 
“I’ve personally always had an affinity for us- 
ing organic things as serving vessels,” said 
beverage director Alex Bachman, explaining 
his decision to use a pumpkin as the serving 
piece for this group cocktail. “Plus, flaming 
cocktails are big. It’s a dramatic presentation 
that people respond to.” Right-did we men- 
tion the pumpkin’s on fire? Inside this flaming 
gourd, Bachman’s mixed a slushy combina- 
tion of frozen bourbon, some sugars, orange 
peel, cinnamon and vanilla, to which he adds 
egg, applejack, vermouth, lemon juice, sherry 
and an entire bottle of hard apple cider. With 
more than three shakers’ worth of cocktail 
inside, this pumpkin easily can serve four to 
eight people. Worried about fire hazards? 

The staff promises to ladle the drink into 
cups for you. 

STAR DAISY ($13) 

AT PARIS CLUB BISTRO & BAR 

59 W. Hubbard 312-595-0800 
Cocktail director Paul McGee completely 
revamped the menu at the swank, French- 
inspired River North bar, which also saw a 
physical facelift this fall. Tucked between 
classics including fizzes, flips, Collins and roy- 
ales, you’ll find the Star Daisy, a cool weather 
number that combines gin with lYi-year aged 
apple brandy, dry orange curacao and lemon 
juice. Elegant and simple, it’s a great aperitif 
before a dinner of rich French fare.

think you can remember that? 
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This *Hero’ defeats itself 


There’s a hilarious 
sequence in “Big 
Hero 6” in which 
Baymax (voiced by 
Scott Adsit), a walk- 
ing, talking personal 
health care compan- 
ion who looks like 
the offspring of the 
Stay Puft Marshmal- 
low Man and a body 
pillow, becomes low 
on battery The result 
is that he appears 
sluggish and, well, 
drunk, slurring his words and going from a 
graceful, huggable technological achievement 
to a stumbling buffoon. 

How sad that Disney’s latest animated 
effort eventually makes a similar transition, 
morphing from a smart, endearing endorse- 
ment of intellectual ambition to a messy 
spectacle that’s run out of juice. 

The movie does start well, despite opening 
similarly to “Real Steel”: 14-year-old hoodie 
enthusiast Hiro (Ryan Potter), who graduat- 
ed from high school at 13, entertains himself 
by hustling opponents in underground robot 
battles where gadgets, controlled by their 
inventors, try to knock each other’s blocks 
off Hiro’s brother Tadashi (Daniel Henney), 
Baymax’s creator, persuades Hiro to bring 
his talents to the San Fransokyo Institute 
of Technology— the film takes place in a 
Japanese-inspired version of San Francisco— 
where the boy’s tryout project earns raves 
but ends in tragedy

Directors Don Hall (2011’s lovely “Win- 
nie the Pooh”) and Chris Williams (“Bolt”) 
adapted “Big Hero 6” from a Marvel Comics 
series, and there’s the problem. What flirts 
with a sensitive discussion about coping with 
trauma and developing a support system ulti- 
mately becomes yet another loud story about 
how all kids totally want to be superheroes. 
(Which didn’t happen in 2012’s “Robot and 
Frank.”) Notions of emotional support dis- 
solve next to physical abilities, with Baymax’s 
doubts about why karate or flying would 
make him a better companion alleviated by 
movie’s end. 

The animation is gorgeous, however, with 
laughs that somewhat balance out the pre- 
dictable development of a super-villain whose 
motive and behavior don’t hold up. Voicing 
thin characters, the supporting cast (includ- 
ing Jamie Chung, TJ. “Comic Relief” Miller, 
Genesis Rodriguez and Damon Wayans Jr., 
the latter most recognizable when shrieking) 
sounds like it’s having fun. 

But “Big Hero 6” sacrifices book smarts 
for street smarts instead of balancing both, 
giving itself a chance to advocate for a differ- 
ent kind of hero only to side with the crime 
fighter. When you demonstrate that a kid 
doesn’t have to feel physical pain to be hurt- 
ing, it’s a cop-out to suggest soaring through 
the air like “Iron Man” counts more than 
getting a hug.

Making a movie about 
the imperfect circum- 
stances— to put it 
mildly— at Guanta- 
namo Bay is a bit like 
shooting fish in a bar- 

rel. Even those with 

minimal information 
about the controversial prison probably don’t 
presume every detainee deserved to be there 
or that every soldier supported everything 
that happened within its walls. 

Still, “Camp X-Ray” effectively dramatizes a 
situation with the possibility to cause frustra- 
tion for those both inside and outside the 
cells. At first, Private Cole (Kristen Stewart, 
really good) follows Corporal Ransdell’s (Lane 
Garrison) directive: Give detainees, who are 
not to be referred to as prisoners so they’re 
not subject to the Geneva Convention, no 
opportunity to get to know the soldiers who 
are there only to keep them alive. “They will 
test you, and they will best you,” says Ransdell, 
who’s usually not that poetic. But treating 
everyone coldly doesn’t suit Cole, particularly 
as she develops a rapport with Harry Potter 
aficionado Ali (equally good Peyman Moaadi). 
He calls her “Blondie” despite her brown hair. 
He introduces her to the concept of a “{bleep} 
cocktail” (gross). He also demonstrates that 
he’s only a danger to others if he’s treated, and 
in effect made to act, like an animal. 

First-time feature writer/director Peter 
Sattler allows one detainee to overshadow 
the others, skewing the complexity of post- 
9/11 fear and racial profiling. Stewart’s Cole is 
strong enough to fend for herself but nervous 
and unsure how to handle progressively 
conflicting impulses. At a party with her 
mostly male colleagues, the sexual expecta- 
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don is undeniable. Later, Cole’s pressured 
into breaking protocol by choosing between 
being a soldier and “a female soldier.” Sattler 
doesn’t overplay this tension; like the lack 
of understanding that makes both soldiers 
and detainees question what’s being accom- 
plished, the filmmaker acknowledges conflict 
without turning it into melodrama. 

The real world can’t be reduced to heroes 
and villains, an inconvenience when it comes 
to national security, military operations and 
everyday life. No one in “Camp X-Ray” is a 
saint. The film isn’t always convincing and 
won’t be considered an expose, but that 
doesn’t appear to be the intent. The goal 
is a humanitarian curiosity about what it 
could be like for these particular people to 
be stuck there, only some of whom have any 
hope of leaving.

Creepy, depressing and 
cliched on many levels 


Change the tone, the 
star, the director, the 
script and the stor}^ 
and “Laggies” might 
have something to say 
about making difficult 
decisions in pursuit of 
happiness. 

As is, this dramedy— which is more awk- 
ward than it means to be and not even close 
to as uncomfortable as it should be— feebly 
attempts to drive on four flat tires. While her 
high-school BFFs have successfully transi- 
tioned into adulthood, 28 -year-old Megan 
(Keira Knightley) advertises her dad’s (Jeff 
Garlin) company spinning a sign on a street 
corner because she feels unqualified to turn 
her graduate degree into a profession. When 
her longtime boyfriend (Mark Webber) 
proposes, Megan accepts somewhat indiffer- 
ently but totally loses it. Soon she says she’s 
spending a week at a personal development 
seminar but really hides out in the house of 
16 -year-old Annika (Chloe Grace Moretz), 
whom she met when Annika and her friends, 
hoping Megan will buy them beer, claim, “We 
can hardly believe this, but we all forgot our 
IDs.” It’s one of the movie’s only good lines. 

First-time writer Andrea Seigel and slump- 
ing director Lynn Shelton (“Touchy Feely” 
“Humpday”) might have played this scenario 
with the demented shame of the little-seen 
“Bachelorette” or the “It’s Always Sunny in 
Philadelphia” episode in which the gang hangs 
out with teenagers. Instead, “Laggies” has an 
annoying, failed sitcom-esque pep to it amid 
pathetically stale scenes like Megan pretend- 
ing to be Annika’s mom at a parent-teacher 
conference, literally stolen from about 
25 sitcoms including “Saved by the Bell.”

Meanwhile, the miscast Knightley strug- 
gles to find something likable, rather than 
just sad, in Megan. Especially when Annika’s 
single dad (Sam Rockwell, way too good for 
this), sigh, of course, starts to look at his 
daughter’s friend not as an adult weirdly 
hanging out with a teenager but a pretty 
available (so he thinks) woman conveniently 
living in his house. Megan’s character isn’t as 
poorly conceived as Paula Patton’s in the hor- 
rendous “Baggage Claim,” but it’s close. 

This Seattle-set movie appropriately has 
music by Ben Gibbard, though this only is 
noticeable in the opening sequence when 
“Such Great Heights” (by The Postal Service) 
plays during Megan’s prom. Certainly there’s 
merit in exploring loneliness and lack of di- 
rection at any age, with a longing for happier 
times. But lines like “You can’t keep putting 
aside what you want for some imaginary 
future” don’t pass for insight. Rather than a 
shot of tough love, “Laggies” piles on cliches 
until you’re choking on them.

You’ll want to lie down 


Apparently Flea can 
play the trumpet. 

That’s the only 
worthwhile observa- 
tion gathered from 
“Low Down,” a 
drama that doesn’t 
identify itself as being based on a true story 
until it’s over but wouldn’t have gained much 
from saying so at the beginning. There are 
snoozes and there are snoozes — this one is 
potent enough to require a prescription. 

Adapted by co-writer Amy-Jo Albany from 
her memoir, “Low Down” stars File Fanning 
as Amy a teenager in 1974 Hollywood who 
adores her dad, Joe (John Hawkes), despite 
his drug habit and near-total lack of reliabil- 
ity Supposedly Charlie Parker once called 
Joe a great jazz pianist, but seeing as Bird 
died nearly 20 years earlier, it’s safe to assume 
Amy’s dad, who barely has a dime to his 
name, hasn’t achieved much since. Occasion- 
ally he plays with his pal Hobbs (Flea), but 
any past ambition has cooled. Amy’s boozing 
mom (Lena Headey) offers even less in the 
guidance department. 

Where the likewise jazz-focused “Whip- 
lash” offered almost exclusively rich charac- 
terizations, “Low Down” is the opposite— 
meandering around generic situations as if the 
fact that some version of this really happened 
automatically makes Jeff Preiss’ lethargic 
direction worthwhile. At least the dull, kinda 
jazzy “On the Road” attempted a creative 
spark; “Low Down,” like its characters, mostly 
sits around, letting time pass. It’s a movie with 
nowhere to go, in no rush to get there. 

Perhaps the fine-but-stifled performances 
and a few, assumably autobiographical details 
are intended to compensate. Amy briefly 
befriends a neighbor (Peter Dinklage), inap- 
propriately kisses him and soon discovers he

appears in adult films. She later dates Cole 
(Caleb Landry Jones of “X-Men: First Class”), 
who suffers from epileptic seizures. A neigh- 
bor (Taryn Manning) dies from an overdose. 

Yet “Low Down” feels like someone asking 
to tell you a five-minute story and then dron- 
ing on for two hours. No kidding, kids need 
parental care. Amy’s grandma (Glenn Close) 
helps, but not enough. Had there been a 
sense of how Amy’s future was shaped by ev- 
erything we see, this movie could have been a 
child’s perspective on addiction and break- 
ing the cycle. Instead it’s an endless series of 
momentum-free moments, signifying and 
leading to nothing.
